For ſo ® the Fathers teach , and ſo himſelfe profeſ-

or mainteining falſe opinions,but of pure negation? 
not vincible ignorance, or of things he might know, 
but inuincible: not priuatiue ignorance,or of things 
he ought to know,but meere neſcience : in briefe, ig- 
norance, #ntegritatis non fomitis meram , non craſſam, 
he had ſimple ignorance,and not ſinfull ignorance.

hee comes indeed vpon the ſtage of the world , and 
beggerly clad, or rather naked, aces a baſe part, and 
repreſents infirmities « SweeteIzsvs, was it not 
enough for thee to endowe vs with thy ſupernatu- 
rall riches, butthou muſtcloth thy ſelfe with our na- 
turall nakedneſſe? was it not enough to aſſume our 
nature, and the properties belongingrto that nature, 
and the aQions iſluing from thoſe properties; but 
thoti muſt co-aſſumethe weakeneſſes of nature ,of 
properties,of ations? in thy goſpellthou comman- 
deſtiaying,take my yoake vpon you: in thy praQiſe 
it ſcemerh thou takeſt our yoake ypon thee : Good 
Lord , if thou hadſt bur prayed to thy Father, hee 
would haue giuen thee more then twelue legions 
of Angels-if thy wrath had beene kindled , yea but 
alittle , all the foundations of the world had beene 

; diſcoucred 
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diſcouered ar the blaſting of the breath of thy diſ- 
pleaſure : if 1t had ſo pleaſed rhee, thou mighteſ 
without aſſumptious weakeneſſe, and by ſtrong 
out-ſtretched arme, haue made thine enemies thy 
foote-ſtoole,and led captiuity captiue.Doubtles had 
not this Samſon bound himſelfe with the cordes of 
his loue, thoſe Philitznes could never haue ſurpri- 
ſed him ; but this, euen this his good pleaſure was, 
thus by this willing minoration an4 exinanition of 
himſelſerto ſhew his greater condelcenfton and dig- 
nation to vs, Þ Sugzt vbera qui regit ſidera; and with 
the bright-burning flames of his loue to enkindle 
our greater aftetion and deuotion vnto nim,* quan- 
to pro me vilioy tanto mihi carior . In which regard it 
hathpleaſed the Holy G1oſtto phraze, Curisrs 
aſſuming of man-hood, a raking of fleſh, deno- 
minating it not from the worthier parte, the ſoule, 
an Inanimation , but from the baſer parte , che 
ficſh, an Incarnation, and in this place to terme 
ir, nota taking of our nature, buta taking of our

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infirmities. Theſecond 
We hauealready ſecne great loue of Cur s x in 89erall pare, 


taking our infirmities : wee are yet in fewe wordsto 
ſee greater loue of Cur 1sr in carrying our Sor- 
rowes. There Go Þ was clothed with the vaile of 
fiſh; here God is compalled with the ſhadowe
